Claim 3 was indicated allowable and has been rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim 1 and the intervening claim 2. 

The prior art of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for a 
transmission housing as defined by the limitations of claim 3; including a sleeve encircling a 
differential carrier at a point where an axle is mounted, means for attaching the sleeve to a ring 
of a ring and pinion of the differential carrier, wherein the sleeve is formed as an annulus having 
a width at least equal to the diameter of the axle, and wherein the attaching means includes a pair 
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of legs extending from opposed edge portions of the annulus and each leg has a laterally 
extending foot.
